JAMES R. FISK, WLHR 


Jim Fisk, WIHR, Editor-in-Chief of Yam Radio and Ham Radio 
Horizons, passed away Friday, April 18, 1980, of an apparent 
heart attack. He was 45 years old. Jim had suffered another 
heart attack last year but had been back on the job and active 
on the amateur bands since that time. 


WIHR will be remembered for the contributions he made to the 
state of the amateur radio technical art, both directly and 
indirectly as Editor-in-Chief of amateur radio's premier tech- 
nical magazine. 


The DX Bulletin extends condolences to WIHR's family and to 
his co-workers at Ham Radio Publishing. Below is a note re- 
ceived here penned by Jim the day before his death: 


"To The DX Bulletin: 


"The DX stations available during the past 24-36 hours has 
really been hard to believe. At one point late last night 
SV1JG/A, TZ4AQS and FHYFLP were QRMing one another just 
below 14200! And it's been a long time since I worked three 
new ones in the space of a few hours...would have worked 
VK@KH, too, but he's supposed to come up again tonight. 


"I have now worked the necessary contacts for 5B-DXCC, but 
am still short a few cards on 40 and 80 Meters. As a matter 
of fact, my countries count on 80 is actually higher than 
on 15, but only because I haven't had.time to get my beam 
up on the tower. 


"So far as DX is concerned,-April, 1980 has been a month 
to remember! But damn, I missed KP2A from 8Q7...”

N4MM and the 
Potomac Valley Radio Club were instrumental in petitioning the FCC in this 
matter.
